‘gucters, a frosg city, apne of the whole coun- 
try of Algiers. It is built on the fide of a moun- | 
tain next the harbour; and the houfes appearing one _ 
above another, of a refplendent whitenefs, make a fine § 
appearance from the fea. The tops of the houfes are 
flat, covered with earth, and form a fort of gardens. 
The ftreets are narrow,’ and ferve to keep off the ex- 
treme heat of the fun There are five gates, but no 
public places or fquares of confiderable extent. The 
larger ‘mofqueés ‘are’ feven, but there ‘is’ nothing. re- 
markable in their architecture ; and the dey’s palace is 
far from being f{pacious and extenfive. The harbour ts © 
fmall, fhatlow, andinfecure, and its entrance is incom- 
smoded with numerous rocks. ‘The mole of the har- 
bour is 500 paces in length, extending from the con- 
‘tinent to a fmall ifland, where there is a caftle and a 
large battery.. The number of inhabitants is faid to be 
‘$0,000 in which are included feveral thoufand Jewifh 
families. Their chief fubfiftence is derived from tkeir 
piracies, for they make prizes of all Chriftian fhips 
that are not at peace with them. The country about 
Algiers is adorned with gardens and fine villas, water- 
éd by fountains and rivulets ; and thither the inhabi- 
tants refort in the hot feafon. Algiers has for ages 
braved the refentment of the moft powerful ftates in 
‘Chriftendom. Emperor Charles V. loft a fine fleet 
and army in an expedition againft it in 1541. The 
Englifh burnt their veffels in the harpour in 1635 and 
1670. It was bombarded by the French in 1688, 
In 1798, the Spaniards made a defcent near the city — 
with a formidable army, but were defeated with great 
‘laughter. In 1784, they fent a powerful fleet to 
attack the forts that defend the harbour; but they 
were repelled by the Algerines, although they made 
eight fucceffive ‘attacks with preat bravery. Algiers 
is 380 mwof Tunis. Lon. 3°48 &. lat. 36 gon. 
Algiers, a country of Barbarity, comprehending a 
great part of the ancient Mauritania. It is 600 m 
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from B to Ww, and 170 In breadth; bounded on the 
N by the Mediterranean, E by Tunis, s by Mount At- 
las, and w by Morocco. The dey is an abfolute 
monarch, but elected by the Turkifh foidiers, and fre. 
quently depofed and put to death by then. Lhe re- 
venues of the government arife from the tribute paid 
by the Moors and Arabs, a detachment of the army 
being fent into each province every year to collect it; 
and the prizes they take at fea fometimes equal the 
taxes they lay upon the natives. 

The principal inhabitants of the Kingdom of Algiers, 
are Arabians, Moors and Jews, eftimated at about 
200,000, who are Lorded over by 12,cco furks. 

Tunis, a city and the capital of the country of the, 
fame name, with a citadel on an eminence, and the 
fortreis of Goletta on the fide of a canal, which is the 
greateft naval military depot belonging to the bey. 
Lhe city ftands on the w fide of a fhallow lake, 9 m 
in diameter, which is entered from the port, or bay of 
Goletta, by a narrow paflage between the s point of 
Cape Carthage and the oppofite cape. It 1s an oblong 
fquare, 5 min circuit, with a lofty wall, five gates, 
and 35 mofques. The number of inhabitants, includ- 
ing 30se00 Jews, is upward of 130,0c0. Tunis is 
built without any regularity; the fireets, in general, 
are narrow and dirty; and there are few buildings of 
any magnificence, except the great mofque, tne bey’s 
palace, and a few others. he houfes are all built of 
{ftone, though but one ftory high, and have flat roofs. 
Near the centre of the city is an extenfive piazza, 
which is faid formerly to have contained 3000 tradef- 
men’s fhops. ‘The divan or council of ftate, aflembles 
in an old palace, where the bey formerly refided. 
The Mohamedans here have nine colleges for ftudents, 
and a great number of fmaller fchools. unis is a 
place of great trade, and has manufactures of velvete, 
filks, linen and woollen goods, fire-arms, {word, cut- 
lery, Morooco leather, and red caps, worn by the 
common people. It is 320 mNNw [ripoli and 38e

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ACCOUNT OF THE ENGAGEMENT. 
Algiers Bay, 28th Aug. 1816. 


Srr—In all the viciflitudes of along life of public | 
fervice, no circumftance has ever produced on my | 
mind fuch impreffions of gratitude and joy as the 
event of yefterday. o have been one of the humble 
inftruments, in the hands of Divine Providence, for 
bringing to reafon a ferocious Government, and de- | 
ftroying for ever the infufferable and horrid fyftem of 
Chriftian flavery, can never ceafe to be a fource of | 
delight and heartfelt comfort to every individual hap- 
py enough to be employed init. I may, [ hope, be 
permitted, under fuch impreflions. to offer my fin- 
cere congratulations to their Lordfhips on the com. 
plete fuccefs which attended the gallant efforts of his 
Majefty’s fleet in their attack upon Algiers of yefter- ~ 
day ; and the happy refult produced from it on this 
day by the fignature of peace. 

Thus has a provoked war of two days exiftence been 
attended by a complete victory, and clofed by a renew- 
ed peace for England and her ally, the King of the 
Netherlands, on conditions dictated by the firmnefs 
and wifdom of his Majefty’s Government, and com- 
manded by the vigour of their meafures. 

The fleet, complete in all its points, with the ad- 
dition of of five gun-boats fitted at Gibraltar, departed 
in the higheft {pirits, and with the moft favourable 
profpect of reaching the port of their deftination in 
three days ; but an adverfe wind deftroyed the expec- 
tation of an early arrival, which was more anxioufly 
looked for by myfelf, in confequence of hearing, the 
day I failed from Gibraltar, that a large army had been 
affembled, and that very confiderable additional works 
were thrown up, not only on both flanks of the city, 
but alfo immediately above the entrance of the mole ; 
from this I was apprehenfive that my intention of 
making that point my principal object of attack had 
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been difcovered to the Dey by the fame means he had 
heard of the expedition. ‘This intelligence was, on 
the following night, greatly confirmed by the Prome- 
theus, which I had difpatched to Algiers fometime 
before, to endeavour to get away the Conful. Caprain 
Dafhweod had with difficulty fucceeded in bringing 
away, difguifed in midfhipman’s uniform, his wife and 
daughter, leaving a boat to bring off their infant child, 
coming down in a bafket with the furgeon, who thought 
he had compofed it, but it unhappily cried in the gite- 
way, and in confequence the furgeon, three midihip- 
sen, in all 18 perfons, were feized and confined as 
flaves in the ufual dangeons, The child was fent off 
next morning vy the Dey, and as a folitary inftance of 
his humanity, 1t ought to be recorded by me. 

Captain Dafhwood farther confirmed, that about 
40,©00 men had been brought down from the interior, 
and all the janifaries called in from diftant garrifons, 
and that they were undefatigably employed in the bat- 
teries, gun-boats, &c. and every where itrengthening 
the fea defences. | 

The fhips were all in port, and between 40 and 50 
gun and mortar boats ready, with feveral more in for- 
ward repair. ‘The Dey had clofely confined the Con- — 
iul, and refufed either to give him up, or promife his 
perfona! fafety,; nor would he hear a word refpecting the 
officers and men feized in the boats of the Prometheus. 
- From the continuance of adverfe winds and calms, 
the land to the weftward of Algiers was not made 
before the 26th, and next morning at day--break the 
fleet was advanced in fight of the city, though not {o 
near as 1 had intended. As the fhips were becalmed, 
I embraced this opportunity of difpatching a boat, 
under cover of the Severn, with a flag of truce, and 
the demands I had to make, in the name of his Royal 
Mighnefs the Prince Regent, on the Dey of Algiers 
(of which the accoinpanying are copies) directing the 
officer to wait two or three hours for the Dey’s an- 
fwer, at which time, if no reply was fent he was to 
return to the flag fhip; he was met near the mole by 
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the captain of the port, who, on being told the an{wer 
was expected in one hour, replied, that it wag im- 
poffible. Che officer then faid he would wait two or 
three hours; he then obferved, two hours was quite 
fufficient. 

Phe fleet at this time, by the fpringing up of the 
fea breeze, had reached the bay, and were preparing 
the boats and flotilla for fervice, until near two o’clock, 
when, obferving my officer was returning with the 
fignal flying, that no anfwer had been received, 
atter a delay of upwards of three hours, I inftantly 
made the fignal to know if the fhips were all ready, 
which being anfwered in the afirmative, the Queen 
Charlotte bore np, followed up by the fleet, for their 
appointed ftations; the flag, leading in the prefcribed 
order, was anchored in the entrance of the mole, at 
about fifty yards diftance. At this moment not a gun 
had been fired, and { began to fufpect a full comptianee 
with the terms which had been fo many hours in their 
hands; at this period of profound filence, a fhot was 
fired at us from the mole, and two at the fhips to the 
northward then following ; this was promptly returned 
by the Queen Charlotte, who was then lathing to the 
main matt of a brig faft to the fhore in the mouth of 
the mole, and which we had fteered for, as the guide 
to our pofition. 

Thus commenced a fire as animated and well fup- 
ported as, I believe, was ever witnefled, from a quarter. 
before three until nine, without intermiffion, and which 
did not ceafe altogether until half paft eleven. 

The fhips immediately foilowing me were admirably 
and coolly takiny their flations, with a precifion even 
beyond my moft fanguine hope; and never did the 
Britifh flag receive, on any occafion, more zealous and 
honourable fupport. [fo look farther on theline than 
immediately round me was perfectly impofflidie, but 
fo well grounded was my confidence in the gallant 
officers | had the honour to command, that my miad 
was left perfectly free to attend to other objects, and 
] knew thein in their ftations only by the de{tructive 
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effect of their fire upon the walls and battieres to 
which they were’ oppofed. ) 

I had, about this time, the fatisfaction of feeing 
Vice-Admiral Van Cappellen’s flag in the ftation f 
affigned to him, and foon after, at intervals, the 
remainder of his frigates, keeping up a well-fupported 
fire on the flanking batteries he had offered to cover 
us from, as it had not been in my power, for want of 
room, to bring him in the front of the mole. 

Abaut fun-fet, I received a meffage from Rear- 
Admiral Milne, conveying to me the fevere lofs the 
Impregnable was fuftaining, having then 150 killed 
and wounded, and requefting I would, if poffible, fend 
him a frigate to divert fome of the fire he was under. 

There was awful moments during the conflict, 
which I cannot attempt to defcribe, occafioned by 
firing the ships fo near us, and I had long refifted the 
eager entreaties of feveral around me, to make the 
attempt upon the outer frigate, diftant about one 
hundred yards, which at length I pave unto, and 
Major Goffett, by my fide, who had been eager to 
land his corps of miners, preffed me moft anxioufly 
for permiffion to accompany Lieutenant Richards in 
this thip’s barge. The frigate was inftantly boarded, 
and in ten minutes in a perfect blaze; a gallant young 
mid‘hipman, in a rocket boat, No. 8 although forbid- 
den, was led by his ardent {pirit, to follow in fupport 
of the barge, in which he was defperately wounded, 
his brother officer killed, and nine of his crew. The 
barge, by rowing more rapidly, had fuffered lefs, and 
loft but two. 

Total killed and wonnded—1728 killed, 6go wounded. 

The enemy’s lofs in killed and wounded is between 
6000 and 7000

mands | made yefterday, in the name of the Prince | 
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Regent of England, the fleet: under my orders has 
viven you a fignal chaftifement, by the total deftruc- 
tion of your navy, ftore-houfes, and ar ‘fenal, with half 
your batteries 

As England does not: war for -the ellen aie of 
cides, fam unwilling to vifit your perfonal cruelties 
upon the inoffenfive inhabitants of the country, and I 
therefore offer you the fame terms of peace, which I 
conveyed .to you yefterday.in my Sovereign’s name ; 
without the acceptance of thefe terms, you can have 
no peace with England. 

If you-receive this-offer as you ought, you will fire 
three guns, and [ hall confider your not making this 
fignal:as a refufal, and fhall renew my operations at 
my own convenience. 

I offer you the above terms, provided neither the 
Britifh Conful, nor the officers and men fo wickedly 
feized by you from the boats of a Britifh fhip of war, 
have met with any cruel treatment, or any of. the 
Chriftian flaves in your power, and I repeat my de- 
mand, that the Conful, and officers, and men, may be 
fent off to me, conformable to ancient treaties —I

mencement of this year, at neon alfo to-morrow. 

4. Reparation has been made to the Britifh Conful

5. Lhe Dey has ee a oul apology, i in prefence 
of his Minifters and Officers, and begged pardon of 
the Couful, in terms dictated by the Captain of the -
